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PROLOGUE 


On the east coast of Jutland, that tongue of earth which 
is the chief land mass of Denmark, is a beautiful inlet, 
Vejle Fjord. At its head is the town of Vejle, famous 
Byerehis vataque situation at- the foot .of a range of bills, 
everlooking the fjord. There are fine drives to the 
northern shore of the fjord and inland, and one of 

these roads leads to the little community of Klejs. 
There, in the first half of the nineteenth century, 

lived Hans Jégrgen Thomsen, a farmer, butcher, and store- 
keeper, and his wife, Ane Kjerstine Ditlevsen. 


They were, of course, members of the state church, the 
Danish Luthern Church, and the births of most of their 
children are in the records of Raarup Church. The 
church, like most. others in Denmark, is a startling’ 
white with stepped gables on the roof and the tower, . 
topped with warm, red tiles. 


Hans Jérgen Thomsen's own birth is listed in Raarup 
Parish records. He was born November 25, 1806. The 
state archives in Viborg give his father's name as Thom- 
as Jd¢rgensen and his mother's as Ane Cathrine Olesdatter. 
Because at that time in Denmark each person took his 
father's name as his own surname, the tamily name was 
changed with each generation. We can be sure that Thom- 
as Jérgensen's father's given name was Jfrgen. Ane 
Kjerstine Ditlevsen was also born in Raarup Parish, on 
April 14, 1812. Ali that is known so far of her parent- 
age is that her father's name must have been Ditlev. 

The couple named two of their four sons for their grand- 
fathers and another for his great-grandfather. 


For some reason the Raarup "churchbook" records the 
births of only tive of the couple's seven children. One 
daughter, Ane Katrine, ieft a memorandum of her own 
birth date, but it has not been possible to obtain in- 
formation on the remaining son, Spgrene Following the 
rule of probability, his birth has been arbitrarily 
placed in a six-year gap between that of the youngest 
daughter and that of the youngest sone These, then are

lt has not been practical to do complete research into 
the lives of all of them. From what we know of lite 

in Denmark at that time, it is reasonable that each of 
the children tn«turn was contirmed in the church at ab- 
out fourteen years of age, that the boys went to work 
for neighboring farmers and in time served their re- 
quired terms in the Danish army, and that eventually 
several of them began to look to America as a land of 
opportunity. 


Hans Jérgen Thomsen died at Klejs on February 26, 1864, 
aged fifty-seven. His widow survived him almost exact- 
ly two years, tollowing him on March 9, 1866, at the 
age of fifty-three. Three of their children had tam- 
ilies of their own before they decided to leave for 
America. John, the bachelor son, emigrated in 1879, 
and it is probable that Ane Marie, her husband Nels 
Marius Hansen, and their two children went at the same 
time. Ditlev and his wite and daughter joined them 
about 1887, and Katrine and her son some time before 
1893. All of them settled in Monona County in the 
northwest part of lowa, which borders on the Missouri 
Rivers It fsa county of yellow clay ht Is rising 

from flat river bottom land of rich “gumbo! soll, a 
county which contains some of the best farm land in 

the nation. 


This book lists 348 descendants of Hans Jé¢rgen Thomsen 


and Ane Kjerstine Ditlevsen. It includes the.American 
descendants of Mariane Kjerstine Hansen, although she 
herseite did not come to this countrys tht doesines 


include the eight children of Séren, who remained in 
Denmark, nor any of their descendants.

ANE KATRINE HANSEN, known as Trina, was apparently 
the eldest daughter of Hans Jérgen Thomsen and Ane 
Kjerstine Ditlevsen, although her birth does not seem 
to be recorded in Raarup parish as were those of the 
younger children. Her only son left a notebook itn 
which he stated that his mother was born July 10, 
1836, at Klejs, and died November 26, 1920, In Omaha, 
Nebraskas and that his father, Hans J. Nielsen, was 
born August 10, 1839, and died July 24, 1874, in Den- 
marke Trina and her son came to the United States 
before 1893.

2 THOMAS HANSEN is listed in the churchbook of Raarup 


Parish, in which Klejs is situated, as born October 
13, 1840. He was confirmed in that church April 15, 
1855, when he was 14 years old, and was listed as 
having good marks in both knowledge and conduct. His 
occupation was given as farmhand with Farmer Iver 
Pedersen of Gramrodee Some of his nieces and nephews 
remember that he was married, and that he lived and 
died in Denmark and left no children. 


ANE MARIE HANSEN 


3 ANE MARIE HANSEN, known as Marie, was born July 18, 
1942 at Kle{s. In 1869, when she was 27, she. was 
married to Nels Marius Hansen, who was born September 
29, 1843, at Klakring. The name Hansen was then, as 
it is now, extremely common in Denmark, and does not 
mean that they were related, but only that both their 
fathers were named Hanse They were married at Horsens 
in Denmark, and a son and daughter were born to them 
before they emigrated to Americae Nels Hansen was a 
farmer in Monona County, lowa, where he belonged to 
the Lutheran Church. He died March 24, 1897, at 
Turin, lowa, and is buried near Moorhead. Ane Marie 
died at Turin April 3, 1907, and is also buried near 
Moorhead. They had three children, Anna Christina, 
Hans Thomas Ditlev, and Jorgine (Gena) Hansen.

Danish army, and came to America in 1879 at the age of 
27, settling in Monona County, lowae He hired out 
first to a farmer who, being to!d that his name was 
Jdrgen, said, "Oh, yes -= 'John$'" and the young man 
was thereafter known as John Hansen, although the cor- 
rect translation of Jérgen ts George. 


On October 25, 1882, in Onawa, lowa, he married Kam- 
Tile Skow, who was born September 10, 1862, at Klak- 
ring in Juelsminde Parish, about three miles from her 
future husband's birthplacee Her father, Hans Christ- 
ian Skov lalso spelled Schou) was born in Raarup Per- 
ish, the son of a well-to-do couple who are said to 
have disowned him when he married against their wishese 
His father, Jens Olesen Skov (born 1780, died August 
25, 1833) was employed by the Royal Krag Juel Vind 
Frijs family as bailiff at Boller Castle. After his 
marriage to Bodil Cathrine Zacho (born in 1781), a 
ladies' maid to the countess at Frijsensborg Castle, 
he received a "ftaestebrev" which gave him ownership 

of the large farm @rnsvig, belonging to Boller 

Castle. Bodil Cathrine was the daughter of Jens 

Peter Zacho (born 1753), head carpenter at Frijsens- 
borg, and Karen Marie Petersdatter (born 1757). The 
Zacho family is said to be of Italian origin. 


Kami lle Skow's mother, Kjersten Idrgensdatter, was 
born December 7, !823, at Gammelbye in Stouby Parish, 
near Klakring, Raarup, Juelsminde and Klejse She was 
the daughter of Jé¢rgen Pedersen and Inger Marie S¢r- 
ensdatter.

Kamille Skow lett Denmark for America in !880 when 
she was 18 years old, with her brother lawrence, who 
had been in America before, working in Boston from 
1870 to 1873. They settled tirst at Dunlap, !owa, 
where Kamille worked in a railroad hotel and as a 
hired girl. She also worked for families in Onawa. 


A legend which cannot be documented, but which sounds 
quite likely, is that a friend or relative of John 
Hansen, hearing that Kamille Skow was leaving for 
lowa, asked her to take him some hand-knit gray wool 
socks, and it was in delivering the gift that the 
couple met. 


On their marriage they bought 35 acres of farm land, 
and their first home was in a cave or dug-out in a 
clay hillside. Such a home was not unusual for those 
days in that untorested land where lumber was scarce 
and expensivee The only natural light came from a 
glass panel in the door, and the housewitely Kamille 
covered it with a lace curtain, repeatedly taken down 
by her husband, who didn't want any "rag. on his only 
windowe However, each time he took it down, she put 
it up again, a pretty good indication of the charac- 
ters of the strong-minded couple. 


John Hansen tiled his first papers for citizenship in 
the district court of Monona Gounty, lowa, July 3l, 
1886, and his second papers September 25, 1888. He 
was one of the early members of Lodge 77, Danish 
Brotherhood of America, at Turin, lowa. He helped to 
found and build the first Ingemann Lutheran Church 


near Moorhead, and in his lifetime built three com- 
plete sets of farm buildings, the last only a year 
betore his death. He was known as a thritty and 
prosperous farmer. Only a week before his death from 
‘a brain hemmorhage, he went to Sioux City to sell a 
load of cattle and returned with a new winter coat to 
surprise his wife. She wore if tor the tirst time af 
his funeral ten days later. He died February 22, 
1907, aged 54. 


After his death Kamille kept up the tarm and home with 
the help of their eleven surviving children. For a 
time she lived in Onawa so that the younger boys 

could go to high school. When most of the children : 
were grown, she returned to the farm to keep house 

for her son, Viggos She died December |, 1944, aged 

82, and is buried beside her husband in the cemetery 

of the church he helped to build.
